He 
declare*! that the iMumty i)r.ivided hy the 
McKinley law had hcvn ot great Iteii 'tit 
to the entei pi ise an 1 had induced capi- 
talist* to ma.vc inve«tiMentji.

Republicans, stopj) d 
votiiig in the next vote, and the prcvitins 
question on the adoption of the order 
waa ordy sustained by one more than a 
quorum.

Lucas, Pickler, 
lU'iiublicms.anil Dunn, Democrat, again 
joined the silent host and the quoriiiii 
was lost, only 170 members responding 
to their names.

BASE BALL PITCHER'S CRIME. 

E. J. MoXttbb Shoot* an ActreHH ami Tlirn 
KlllH Hhiiiwir. 

PnTSBinto, March 1.— Yesterday even- 
faig about • o'clock E. J. MoNabb, who 
last year pitched for the Baltimore base 
ball team, shot and fatally wound d 
Mrs. R. E. Rockwell, au'l then t unied 
tho revolver on himself and ended his 
uwn existence instantly. 

The tragedy oci urred in the Hotel 
Eitlel. opiH>siie city hall, this city, where 
McNabbandthe woman arrived Tn s- 
dav uiu'lit. reg st-'Viug as E. .f. McNaMi 

anil wife. 'Wsteribiy Mrs. Hnekwell, 
who is a daunht r of T, .1. Lewis, a 
proiiiiiiint man ol liraddock, i'a., visited 
her iiarenta and returned to the hotel at 
ill tho evening. McNabb followed 
her to ttie nxjni and ahortly aflMTward 
shots were heard. 

The d"or was broken in by the hotel 
people, wilt n l)oth were found Iving im 
the tliMir (dvend With blixal. The 
Woman w;i.s ctmscious and said McNabb 
had shot her. but gave no reason for the 
deed. The murderer htd shot his victim 
twice in tbe neck, one bullet merely 
making a llesh wouml, while the .second 
entered lier iieek and is now emb«-dde<l 
in tbe hpiual column, completely paralyz- 
ing her lower extremities. 

McNabb shot himself in the mouth, 
and was de»id when entrance to the room 
was forced. His body was taken to the 
morgue and Mrs. Rockwell is now lying 
in tlx5 Homeopathic hospital, in a very 
critical condition. The physicians say 
she has scarcely any chance for re- 
covery. 

Mrs. Rockwell is ao years old, the 
wife of R. E. Rockwell of Stattle, 
Wash., who is president and secretary 
of the Pa4.'ific and Northwestern Base 
Ball League. She has lieen a member 
of the Alvin Joslyn Theater company 
for the past year, and is known on tbe 
stage fioulse Kellogg. 

McNabb was signed for the coming 
season witL tiie Grand Rapids club and 
had a promising fntnre. His home was 
Monnt Vernon, O. 

As yet no rsaaoii for the double shoot- 
ins has been learned, but it is generally 
beUeved that the couple ware almost 
pemdlen and that McNabb took this 
means to <>iid all their troubli^s.

As soon a.s the accident lia;)peni'd a 
rescuing juirty w;i.s fornn<l and lK';<an 
Work. They soon came ujfou a poi ket 
in which tln-y iound the Meekes brothers 
hafe and sound without a scratch ot any 
kind. From them they learned that the 
other men were about 50 yards turther 
in the mine, having rOtt ili that dikaotiOB 
when the fall came. 

The Work of l e^cue is still going brave- 
ly on and rapid progress is Im'itiu' made. 
Shouts and calls from the entombed m •u 
can be plainly heard, and the sounds 
that come from the mass of coal aud 
dirt indicat*' that they are assisting In 
the work ot rescue by '"gf^g at tha tail 
from their sub' of it.

A portion of tbe ^roii aorrooudiag 
the realSMioa was torn away, and the 
iron fence surrotmding it was bent attd 
twisted. The heavy plateglasa windows 
were ahattered, while within the parlor, 
picturea weire destooyed and other dam« 
ages wrought. 

The family was asleep, and the sleep- 
ers were almost litteraliy shaken out of 
their beds by the force of the explosion. 

A passerby was utruck on the leg by 
a piece of the bomb and u fragment was 
hurled .ag^nst the residence of Dr. 
Frank Munlemburg, living over a block 
away. This was found to be a 8iuall 
pie<'e of iron mus pipe, with a double 
screw attach' d. 

(Jtlu-r bouses in the neighborhood were 
rudely shaki u and the inniai es Imrried 
into tile str''et, tiiiukiiig there had Ixt u 
an t'arthipiake. It is eviiliiit thai the 
miscreant who attempted this deed won 
either unfamiliar with e.\plosive>, or 
that he did not tak(< time to pnnxTly 
place it. He must have thrown it Upon 
the porch after lighting the fuM'. Had 
it Ih cii iilaced tiiiilemeatli the p»iri h it 
Would have d niolisbi'd the ImiMm;;. 

This is the third dynamito outrage at- 
tempted in this city within ilie pa>*t 
month, but liLst night's iuenlent is by !ar 
the most serious in itsre'siilts. No jiossi- 
ble motive for the deed call be adviuiced 
aud the police attribute it to a mere 
fiendish desire to iiijoie tb* 8lee|llng oc- 
cupants of the house.

ODR CITY CHARTER. 



Ajnendments Proposed in the Bill Now 
Pending in the Legislature. 



Btoetions -Terms of Office-Extending 
Boundaries— Board of Public 
WMlti-Otlitr Itotton. 



RepreMntative Matthews has kindly 

favored tlie Riti.i.bi in witli a copy of the 
bill now pending in the Legislature 
to amend the charter for cities of the 
fourth clasB. The bill hns passed the 
House and ie now before the tienste. 

The first section provides for separate 
ballots for rity elections. It says tliat the 
County Clerk ehall, in addition to the 
ballots prepared for State, district, county 
and precinct elections, prepare a ballot 
book for esch ward. Only the names of 
■nch persons as arc candidates for the 
dty at large, and for the respective wards, 
are to be placed on said ballolt. The 
said ballot books are to be prepared in 
the same manner and form as now pre> 
scribed by the Koneral election laws; 
only th(^ names of tho.so shall ho placed 
on said ballots as candidates as liave com- 
plied with the general election laws; 
said ballots to he indorsed by the County 
Olerk in the same manner and form, and 
delivered to the ofBoem of the election in 
the same manner Jind at the same time 
as required by the said general election 
laws, A voter desiring and entitled to 
vote in the city election shall be given, 
in addition to the ballot of the State, 
county, district or precinct, a ballot for 
the ward in which he is entitled to vote, 
which ballot the voter will mark and 
fold and deliver to the officers as now re- 
quired. The officers of election must 
certify the result of the vote for city offi- 
cers to the Clerk of the City Council. 

Members of Council shall enter upon 
their term of office the first Monday in 
December after their election. All other 
city officer8,wbether elected or appointed, 
shall begin their respective terms on the 
first Monday in J.nnnary followintr- If 
appointed, said ofiicerM shall be appointed 
by the Board of Council elected at the 
preceding Noveml)er election. 

Whenever it shall lie deemed desiralde 
to annex any territory, or to reduce the' 
city boundaries the Council shall, by or- 
dinance, accurately define the boundary 
of the territory proposed to be annexed 
or stricken off. Such ordinance shall be 
published for not less than three weeks 
in a city newspaper. Within thirty <lay.« 
alter the adoption, publication and ad- 
vertlsement of such ordinance, a petition 
shall he filed in the Circuit Court .netting 
forth the passage of such ordinance, the 
object and purposes thereof, an accurate 
description by motes and homid.s of the 
territory to be annexed, and praying for 
a judgment to annex said territory. The 
petition shall ho fi.le(l not less than 
twenty tlays before the first day of the 
next succeeding term of the Circuit 
Court. Notice of the filing shall be given 
in the same manner as provided for 
notice of the passage of ordinance. If no 
defense be made at the first term of the 
court after the filing of said petition and 
notice of same as provided, and the court 
shall make no order for granting further 
time for making defense, the court shall 
render a judgment annexing nr striking 
off tlie proposed territory, as the object 
of the proceedings may be. But resident 
voters of the territory may enter protest 
against annexing it or striking it off, 
with their reasons why it should not be 
done, and the Tud^e is then to try the 
case and decide the question. 

Section four of the bill gives Council 
the powe^-but does not make it obli- 
gatory — to establish a Board of Public 
Works, to consist of three freeholder elec- 
tor* of the city. The Board is given ex- 
clusive power and control over the con- 
struction, supervision, cleaning', sprink- 
ling, repairing, grading and improving 
streets, alleys, bridges, sewers, drains, 
ditclu's, culvert.s, &.C., Ac. 

tSection nine requires the City Assessor 
to complete his work on or before the 
first Monday of May each year. 

Tfie Assessor must take a census every 
two years. Property must be valued as i 
of April Ist each year. City taxes shall j 
be due and payable on the first day of 
Jnly. Council shall appoint three Su- 
l)ervi8ors of Tax every year who shall be 
discreet men and freeholders. They 
shall meet the Thursday following the 
second Monday in May. 

Council may appoint a Collector, who 
shall hold office for two years, and the 
Council may, by ordinance, provide that 
the Treanuer shall perform the daties of 
OoUector.
